wheat, now the popular wheat in Can- 
ada and among the majority of Amer- 
jcan wheat growers, 

Claims advanced by the Canadian 
offal for this new wheat are that 
{it is a mucn heavier yielder than the 
tee under any condition produc- 
ing almost iwice the crop, and that ft 
[ripe ns from a week to ten days earlier 
than the Marquis, which enables it to 


escape the posaibilities of rust and 
early frosts. 
The wheat has been distributed 


throughout Canada for further tests. 
If it continues to justify its early
